Section 502(3) of the Act provides:

The term "property" means any property, right, or

hat the Company was unable to certify that the claimant herein owned

Since it has not been established that the claima~nt herein owned

~nterests in property which was nationalized, expropria~ted or otherwise

~O by the Government of Cuba on the date of loss, the Commission finds

_hat this claim is ~not within the purview of Title V of the Act. Accordingly,

t is

ORDERED that this claim be and it is hereby dismissed.
